Claim Objections 

Claims 4 and 5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend on another multiple 
dependent claims.

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
optical scanning device having the combination of elements with their recited structure, 
function and arrangement, along with the specific structure, function and arrangement of 
the optical element for introducing spherical aberration, as set forth in the claims, and as 
disclosed in the specification.

Holtslag et al. (6,538,978) and Jutte et al. (6,147,956), both disclose an optical 
apparatus having and optical head including optical elements for reducing spherical 
aberration.
